before the people of California, Ari- 
zona and Nevada, the Methodist Cen- 
tenary Campaign for $105,000,000 is 
being given impetus that assures, in 
the judgment of leaders here, the 
complete success of the drive. 

Owing to the Liberty Bond Cam- 
paign the Methodist Campaign has 
been put over for three weeks, the 
dates now being May 18 to May 25. 

The slogan of the 1600 Methodist 
Minute Men is “Watch Your Watch.” 
This regiment of talkers has been or- 


Area Chairman of the Minute Men for 
California, Arizona and Nevada. They 
appear each Sunday at a local church 
other than their own church. They are 
all laymen whose time is volunteered 
to the cause of the Centenary. Under 
the direction of Mr. Stinchcomb, there 
are eleven, district chairmen and next 
down the organization are fifty center 
chairmen composing the heads of still 
smaller groups. Each local church in 
the area—and there are 575 Methodist 
churches in the three states—has a 
church chairman.

“*Do you think I could rest a min- 
ute, Doc, before you do ‘the second 
one?’” 

“Red, raw, wet fiesh”—American 
fesh. It was not yellow. Think of 
that when you are adked to buy of the 
Victory Liberty Loan, ye who think ye 
have done enough.
